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| TAXATION OF MAIL 
ORDER HOUSES 

The belief in the justice of compell- 
ing mail order houses to contribute to 
local taxation in the same manner as 
business men have to contribute, and 
who have to compete with the mail 
order octopus in the self-same field. 
is growing apace. The boards of 
trade and commerce are becoming 
alive to the injury to community de- 
velopment which is resulting from 
mail order house operations. Neither 
they nor we have any quarrel with 
mail order houses as such. It is the 
devastating effect of their operations 
vpon community life which is our 
joint concern. The taxation of mail 
order houses will not eliminate com- 
petition and the public do not wish 
that competition eliminated. The fair- 
ness of the proposition that these 
great trading corporations should con- 
tribute to local taxation is beyond dis- 
pute, and many important! bodies are 
giving this movement their unqualitied 
support The subject has been 
brought up in the Federal House of 
Commons and in the Legislative As- 
semblies of all the provinces, and the 
principal has been accepted without 
any noticable criticism.
